To my knowledge there is no law authorising any Consul to glee 
any p reference on visas to people she have aided the Suited States 
Govemaent and who have had their lives endangered thereby. There 
la considerable misinformation about this natter, and it is our 
supposition that what they refer to is a priority Wtvieh Is authorised 
by State Department regulations. The spool fie authority is contained 
in Title 22 of the Code ef Federal Regulations, Section 61*319* 


After two preference groups based on relationship to United States 
elta. sens or special skills, there are established certain priorities. 

In the first priority la the non-pr ef erenc e class are included aliens 
who have boom r e omnnonri o d by the Joint Chiefs of Staff as persons 
whose adsission is highly desirable in the national Interest, provided 

C*F*R., 61.313, (a)(s)(i)(b)). Aliens ia this group will have their 
applications considered after those of first and second prof cr eas e 
immigrants and will be taken ia the order ia whioh they are received 
ia the Consular office* 

Certain procedures and criteria have been issued by the Joint 
Chiefs ia connection with the recotaaendation under this Section. Each 
case must be sponsored by a gororment department and mast In c lu de 
certification and substantiation (1) that the admission of the alien 
is highly desirable ia the interest of national security or becau se of 
certain military implications involved, and, (2) that a security 
invest! gat ion of the alien has been completed and that he Is net 
considered, by the sponsoring department, to bo a security threat to
